Plaintiff cites no authority in 
support of its argument that, in the FOIA context, the type of discovery it seeks 
(regarding the basis for the Government's reliance on a particular ground for invoking 
FOIA's privacy exemptions) should be permitted prior to summary judgment. Under 
applicable case law, this case should proceed to summary judgment, at which stage the 
Government will need to show, inter alia, that it has provided a sufficiently detailed 
explanation for withholding the documents at issue.
